







Kamansky faces two In 
SB supervisors race 


A quality control analyst and an 
attorney are challenging incumbent 
Joe Kamansky in the June 6 election 
for the San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors seat in the 
second district covering Upland and 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

Kamansky, Cal McElwain and 
Robert O’Connor submitted 
candidates’ statements to The 
Upiand News and The Rancho 
Cucamonga Times for publication. 

Joe Kamansky 

Kamansky, a resident of Upland, 
was appointed to the county Board 
of Supervisors Oct. 25, 1976, to fill 
the remainder of Daniel Mikesell’s 
term. He has served on several 
community organizations, 

As a businessman, he was 
involved in agriculture, the 
operation of his own service station 
and the sale of real estate. 

As a Supervisor, Kamansky serves 
on a variety of regional 
governmental agencies. 

Kamansky identified controlled 
growth, taxes, flood control and law 
enforcement as four important 
concerns for the district. 

He said, ‘‘The delicate balance 
between maintaining and improving 
the standard of life to which we have 
become accustomed and the 
demands of continued growth will 
continue to be a problem.” 

“Clearly with the sewage and 
other limitations which the county 
is currently experiencing, growth 
cannot be unregulated.’’ 

Kamansky called the current load 
on taxpayers ‘‘overburdensome”’ 
and said the county needs to make 
every effort to keep taxes as low as 
possible “‘commensurate with the 
level of services required by our 
citizens.” 

He added that he was 
instrumental in getting a line budget 
review for the more than 70 county 
departments last year. 

“A line budget review resulted in 
a greater scrutinization of each 
department and thus a greater 
savings to the taxpayer.” 

He pledged his ‘‘support and 
assurance” the county will ‘‘meet 
its commitment’’ to improvement 
of the Cucamonga Creek Flood Con-

trol Channel, including . possible 
federal funds for the project. 

Kamansky called law 
enforcement one of his highest 
priorities and said he was 
instrumental last year in adding 10 
deputies to the West End Sheriff's 
Substation. 

Cal McElwain 

McElwain is a resident of Upland 
and quality control analyst for 
Kaiser Steel in Fontana. He was 
defeated in a bid for the supervisor’s 
seat by Mikesell in 1974 and 
submitted an application to fill the 
vacancy on the board when Mikesell 
resigned in 1976. 

McElwain criticized current 
county officials for failing to cope 
with ‘‘phenomenal growth”’ in the 
West End. 

“We face many difficult decisions 
in the next few years — decisions 
that will affect the well - being of 
generations to come.”’ 

He said, ‘Uncontrolled growth 
offers the most perplexing 
problems, for nearly ali other 
problems are interrelated. Those in 
power have time after time failed to 
face the situation. Now is the time 
to act — now is the time to resolve 
this untenable situation.” 

McElwain proposed bringing 
developers and homeowners 
together, face to face, to discuss the 
area’s problems and to create plans 
for reasonable restrictions on 
growth as a first step. 

He said, “Supervisors have an 
obligation to the people to provide a 
regional plan for growth 
management — a plan which 
provides adequate levels of law 
enforcement, environmental 
protection and educational and 
recreation opportunities.” 

‘These services must be extended 
in advance of anticipated growth, 
not after fhe growth has occurred

O'Connor is a resident of Rancho 
Cucamonga and an attorney. He 
served as a board member of the 
Foothill Fire Protection District 
from 1976 to his defeat last 
November, belongs to the West End 
Trail Lawyers Association and is

active in several youth 
organizations. 

He has also devoted time to the 
Legal Aid Society of the West End, 
providing legal assistance to low - 
income residents, and continues to 
act as a legal adviser to the Foothill 


fire district. 


O’Connor said he has not accepted 
“special interest’’ money for his 
campaign and would not be subject 
to pressures of special interest 
groups if elected. 


He pledged to help keep residents 
informed of issues before the Board 
of Supervisors and to act as the 
‘““neople’s watchdog over county 
spending and board actions.” 


‘Increases in taxes are a direct 
result of increased government, and 
much of our increased government 
is the result of poor management 
and/or waste.” 


“J will strive for effective 
management of our tax dollar and I 
will eliminate waste whenever and 
wherever I will find it,’’ O’Connor 
commented. 


O’Connor said he favors property 
tax relief but could not endorse 
Proposition 13, the Jarvis - Gann 
property tax limitation initiative, 
because of the financial impact on 
“all public services.” 


However, he added that if the 
proposition passes, he would 
attempt to make cutbacks 
‘proportionate as to minimize the 
loss of public services.”

Brown to urge quick decision on freeway

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
stopped Friday at a community 
meeting in Rancho Cucamonga and 
heard residents voice strong support 
for the proposed extension of the 
Foothill Freeway. 

The governor said he expects the 
new state Transportation 
Commission to make a decision 
“very quickly’ and that he ‘‘would 
make sure’’ the commission 
considers the route ‘“‘as soon as 
possible.” 

Brown offered an explanation for 
his February veto of AB 469. The bill 
is aimed at protecting at freeway 
right - of - way from La Verne to the 
Devore Freeway by directing the 
state to purchase land threatened by 
development. 

“T think the point is that this is a 
brand new transportation 
committee, with Norton Simon as 
the chairman, and I thought that 
they should be given the judgment.” 

He said that in reading over the 
briefing material he saw arguments 
on both sides. 

One man who said he owns land on 
the right - of - way stressed that 
either the state should buy the land 
or allow him to develop it. 

“T can’t do anything with it — I 
can’t sell it, I can’t develop it, all I 
can do is pay you property taxes,” 
he told Brown. 

Most of the more than 250 persons 
at the community building showed 
support by applauding for the 
freeway extension from La Verne to 
San Bernardino. A few opposed the 
extension. 

Referring to Brown’s means of 


travel Friday, someone in the 
audience remarked, ‘‘We can’t all 
ride helicopters.” 

Several persons advised Brown to 
examine the traffic on the San 
Bernardino Freeway and surface 
streets from the air as he left the 
city for his next stop in Colton. 

Brown said a committee of the 
Transportation Commission would 
come to the area before reaching to 
a decision on whether Route 30 
should be retained in the state’s 
plans for highways. 

At one point, Brown joked, “If I 
give you the freeway, are you going 
to vote for me?” 

The governor said he realized 
many Californians consider recent 
increases in property taxes ‘‘pretty 
outrageous,"’ but called Proposition 
13 an ‘‘overkill.”’ 

Brown pointed out two - thirds of 
property tax relief under 
Proposition 13 would go to 
commercial and industrial 
interests, while all of the relief in 
Proposition 8 coupled with the Behr 
Bill would be directed to 
homeowners and renters 

Proposition 13 would limit 
property taxes to 1 percent of full 
value based on 1975-76 property 
assessments. Estimates show it 
would cut property taxes 57 percent 
statewide and reduce revenue to 
local governments by some $7 
billion. 

Proposition 8 would cut property 
taxes to homeowners by about 30 
percent and provide that 
commercial and industrial property 
be taxed at a different rate than 
residential land 





Students fight graffiti, express selves

No matter what the intentions of 
architects and planners, school 
walls are usually drab in 
appearance and convenient targets 
for self - expression by graffiti 
artists. 

Upland High School is doing 
something to change all this. 

Twenty - four juniors and seniors 
in Rick Andrew’s art class are 
decorating the walls of Upland High 
with six large murals. 

Andrew said last week the murals 
brighten the campus and give the 
art students a chance to make a 
statement. 

Some of the murals have themes 
appropriate for the building areas 
where they are being painted. An 
angry - looking worm pops out of an 
apple on a wall by the cafeteria. 
While students were putting 
finishing touches on that mural, 
others were starting work on an 
aquatic scene next to the high school 
pool. 

On a building wall of the 
children’s play area, a boy and two 
girls are playing among trees, 
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grass, butterflies, kittens and a 
caterpillar, snail, turtle and dog. 
The mural extends about 30 feet and 
is at least 12 feet high. 

Andrew noted the flat texture of 
Upland High’s walls offers greater 
opportunity for mura! painting than 
at other schools in the area where 
the walls are brick or have a rocky 
surface. 

Murals have been confined to 
adorning lockers at other local high 
schools, he added. 

He traced the increasing interest 
in wall murals to silk - screen 
designs popular among students for 
T - shirts and other uses. 

While two of the murals depict 
sunny days, Andrew said heavy 
rains kept the students indoors 
during February and March. 


Students completed their designs 
on cardboard before beginning work 
on the walls, he said. 


Andrew noted the high school 
student council first requested the 
mural project last year. The student 
government, its adviser vice 
principal Don Stalwick and principal 
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Dean Smothers approved the scenes 
before teams of students began 
painting, he added. 

Because the murals are likely to 
stay on the walls 20 years, Andrew 
said, enduring designs were a major 
concern. He asked students 
suggesting portraits of rock 
performers such as Peter Frampton 
how they would feel if predecessors 
had left Pat Boone on a wall during 
the 1950s. 

While some student designs were 
rejected, Andrew said none of the 
denials were due to controversial 
subject matter. 

Andrew said the murals have 
received favorable comments from 
students, teachers and outsiders. 
Although Upland High offers plenty 
of wall space for. future murals, 
Andrew explained that additions 
will be gradual. 

“We don’t want 20 murals in six 
months,’’ he said. 

The school also wants to see if the 
murals become targets of graffiti. 


So far they have not and the class | 


was prepared in case they do. 
Andrew said a substance called 


&~ 


“anti - graffiti clear’’ covers the 
long - life acrylic enamel paint used 
for the designs. Students first 
covered their space with a base, 
usually white, he noted. 

Students used a grid pattern of one 
- inch squares for their small 
cardboard paintings to guide 
transfer of the designs to the walls. 
Andrew said the scale was one inch 
to one foot on the walls. 

The fourth - period art class has 50 
minutes each day to set up, paint 
and clean up. However, students 
have found time to work on more 
than one design.

Andrew lent the inside of his room 
door for a smaller castle design and 
an interior wall for a hot - air 
balloon flying over green hills. 
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If both measures receive a 
majority vote, only Proposition 13 
would go into effect. 

Brown said that unless the state 
applies its surplus to make up lost 
revenue, layoffs are projected at 
451,000 statewide. 

He added that the surplus would 
only cover part on the first year for 
the reduced revenue under 
Proposition 13. 

“J think the major point is not that 
we shouldn’t try to reduce property 
tax, but that Eight does it in a much 
more effective way.” 

‘‘When you get 13, you're getting a 
lawsuit, you're getting a recession 
or you’re getting a tax shift,” he 
said. ‘‘That’s the big problem.” 

The governor conceded that 
Proposition 13’s chief sponsor, 
Howard Jarvis, is responsible for 
getting both measures on the ballot, 
but added the two - thirds vote in 
state Senate slowed down the 
legislature’s version of tax relief. 

Brown added, ‘‘Some people think 
the state will just bail out local 
government. I don’t think that’s 
going to happen.” 

“The people who vote for 13 will 
have to live with it — we’re not 
going to raise the taxes right after 
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the people send such a strong 
message telling us what they want.” 

He noted the state currently 
generates a surplus of $1 billion a 
year and that Proposition 13 would 
reduce local revenue $7 billion - $8 
billion annually. 

“A one - time, cold - turkey, 
dramatic two - thirds reduction will 
have repercussions,” he said. 

On other issues, Brown defended 
his administration’s record on 
attracting business to the state, 
saying 600,000 new jobs had been 
created in the last 12 months. 

He said this figure accounts for 
one - fourth the new jobs created in 
the United States for the period, 
although California has only about 
10 percent of the nation’s 
population. 


Brown called California an 
“energy - abundant” state for the 
foreseeable future. He added that 
his administration is trying for a 
balance of energy sources. 


The governor also said the state 
should strive for a ‘‘middle path’ 
between too rapid development and 
stagnation ‘‘so at least the vast 
majority can find the quality of life 
that they think is good.”’

A change of sheriffs is

LesPerance said, ‘‘it has 
been a quarter of a century 
since the people of San 
Bernardino County have

of sheriff.”’ 

“The people of our county 
need and want a change. 
Policies need to be updated 
and budgets, which have 
increased tremendously in 
the past 6 years, need to be 
carefully scrutinized and 
made public,’’ said 
LesPerance, whose slogan 
is ‘‘Maximum service for 
minimum tax dollar.”’ 

He said, ‘‘A good sheriff 
will manage your sheriff’s 
office with sincere concern 
for all your needs, including 
the need to conserve your 
tax dollars. A good sheriff 
will manage your business 
with strict standards in 
accountability, responsibil- 
ity and productivity, from 
himself down to the newest 
deputy.” 

‘‘A good sheriff should, 
when elected, never lose 
sight of the fact that he is an 
employee of all the people,” 
LesPerance added. 

He has been an 
investigator for San 
Bernardino County Public 
Defender’s Office for the 
last four years. Before that 
he served in the San 
Bernardino County Sheriff’s 
Department for 842 years 
including 5 years as a 
sergeant. Previously he was 
a police officer in Sanger, 
California. 

LesPerance has_a degree 
in police science and he has 
attended numerous FBI 
schools and other law 
enforcement administra- 
tive classes. 

He is 43 years old, 





married and has three 
children, 6 - 14 years old. 
LesPerance has lived in 
Alta Loma 13 years.

Cooperation 


Daniel B. Jeffs, Sheriff’s 
sergeant and candidate for 
the office of sheriff of San 
Bernardino County, said, ‘‘I 
believe that a major 
problem that exists in the 
Sheriff's Department is a 
lack of involvement, un- 
derstanding and com- 
munications with the com- 
munities throughout the 
county. The community 
needs law enforcement. 
Law enforcement needs the 
cooperation and support of 
the community. The 
success of the struggle 
against crime begins with 
the combined efforts of law 
enforcement and the com- 
munity.” 

A community, or basic 
car plan of communication, 
involvement and understan- 
ding between deputies and 
the people of the communi- 
ty would enhance and im- 
prove relations and 
cooperation, thus the effec- 
tiveness of law enforce- 
ment, he said and added in- 
dividual deputies who are 
most effective in working 
specific beats, areas or dis- 
tricts should remain work- 
ing those areas in order to 
become personally aware of 
the local problems and ac- 
quainted with all the people 
in the area. 

He said that if elected 
sheriff he will implement a 
quality, well trained 
reserve deputy program in 
the county to supplement 
and increase the level of 
law enforcement service. 

The state has mandated 
that reserve peace officers 
receive the same minimum 
training as regular officers, 
thus removing the age-old

for the under-utilization of 
reserve officers. The ability 
and potential of good 
reserve officers has been 
underestimated by many 
law enforcement officials, 
especially in the San Ber- 
nardino County Sheriff's 
Department, Jeffs said. 

The full utilization of 
reserve deputies would in- 
crease the level of service 
up to 30 percent, create 
better relations within the 
communities from which 
they are recruited, and 
would do so at a cost 
savings to the taxpayers of 
the county, Jeffs com- 
mented. 

San Bernardino is a rapid- 
ly growing and changing 
county, law enforcement 
continues to become more 
complex, and law enforce- 
ment leaders and officials 
must keep up with it, Jeffs 
said and added ‘‘Improved 
action in crime prevention 
and against criminal 
offenders is essential, and 
that intelligent, careful 
organizational and policy 
changes will improve per- 
formance and efficiency in 
the department.” 

Jetfs said that ‘funding 
restrictions by property tax 
limitations will be a definite 
challenge to law enforce- 
ment officials and com- 
mented sound budgeting 
and administration must be 
accomplished in order to 
maintain a better level of 
law enforcement service 
under these circumstances. 

The supervisors have 
been responsive to the law 
enforcement needs of the 
county, but Sheriff Bland 
has made it difficult for 
them by resisting the 
“trimming of fat’’ that ex- 
ists within the department, 
Jeffs said and added, there 
are many positions in the 
department that could be 
transitioned to lower 
salaried classifications at a 


‘cost savings’’ to the tax- 
payer. 
He said that, if elected

Board rejects plan to 


A plan for widespread realignment of attendance boun- 
daries in the Chaffey Joint Union High School District 
was rejected Monday by trustees when more than 350 
angry parents and students turned out to voice their dis- 
approval of the proposal. 

The unruly opponents — some carrying picket signs — 
packed the main floor of Merton Hill Auditorium and 
shouted approval as more than three dozen speakers 
blasted a plan to move 1,900 students to new schools in 
September. 

After listening to 2% hours of debate on the subject, 
trustees unanimously rejected the plan and instructed 
Superintendent Mike Dirksen to prepare two new 
proposals which will be considered June 5. 

But the board’s reasons for turning down the proposed 
attendance boundary changes were apparently different 
from those used by parents and students in their 
arguments against the plan. 

While speakers objected to any change which would 
move students in the district next fall, the board only dis- 
» agreed with the alignment of boundaries as presented in 
the proposal considered Monday. 

Trustee Ray Sarrio, for example, worried that travel’ 
time between Etiwanda and Ontario High School, where 
students in the area would have been moved under the 
plan, was too long. 

‘We should be more creative and make any changes 
(in boundaries) as palatable as possible by moving 
students the shortest distance possible,” he said. 

It was that concern that apparently convinced Sarrio 
later to suggest that new plans be developed only to 
move students to the ‘‘next closest school.” 

Trustee Charles Uhalley was also in favor of redraw- 
ing boundaries and eliminating ‘‘long bus rides.” 

But Trustee Jack Carnine’s opposition was based on 
other reasons. He objected that the proposal would place 
Upland High School in a situation where its student pop- 
ulation would be above the school’s 2,650-student capaci- 
ty. 

But Carnine said he wanted to eliminate the extended

day schedule at Alta Loma High and therefore would 
consider a new plan by the administration. He also 
pointed out that the district will have to be conscious of 
the costs of any realignment program. 

The only trustee to publicly object to redistricting was 
Martha Chapman, who said she supported an earlier plan 
considered by the board which would have affected only 
new students entering the district. 

She said she was not worried about the board losing 
credibility with the putlic because ‘‘situations have 
changed” since trustees originally threatened boundary 
shifts earlier this year. 

The board’s rejection of the boundary realignméats 
was greeted by long applause and then the exodus of 
most of the audience. 

But immediately after the parents and students had 
left, the board brought the subject of boundary changes 
up again and asked Dirksen to prepare two new plans. 

One plan would affect only new high school students 
while the other would include students already enrolled 
at the district’s five comprehensive high school 
facilities. Both proposals, however, would limit miove- 
ment to the next closest school. 

One man, angry that Sarrio had suggested new plans 
after the audience left, shouted, ‘‘We’ll be back Mr. 
Sarrio and you won’t.”’ 

The trustee assured the man the board would hold 
another public hearing. 

The majority of the speakers was from within the pre- 
sent Alta Loma High School attendance area. They 
strongly bojected to their children being moved to 
Chaffey and Ontario high schools. 

Several students expressed fear of attending Ontario 
High, relating stories of violence on the South Ontario 
campus. 

Those claims were disputed later in the meeting, 
however, by Calista Wehrli, a physical education teacher 
at the school. She said there had been no stabbings and no 
shootings on the Ontario High campus as the students 
had claimed.

Eulogy for a friend 


For three days I’ve been 
trying to write something 
about Bill Edwards. To say 
something deep within my 
heart. To tell about this 
man and how he affected 
me. Yet I can’t. I write one 
sentence, only to throw it 
away 

I suppose I could begin 
with the facts 

Bill Edwards is dead. He 
died at the age of 46. His 
fourth heart attack in three 
weeks was his last one 

That seems cold. Yet it’s 
the truth. And nothing can 
ever change that 

Bill was a film director- 
producer, a person I 
occasionally worked with 
But he was also a friend. He 
and I shared many 
wonderful times together — 
both professionally and 
personally. And in times of 
stress, of emotional 
turmoil, we often turned to 
each other. 

He and I also had our 
disputes. Very harsh and 





bitter disputes that tore us 
apart once. But time 
brought us together again 
for one last film. Bill would 
direct and produce; I would 
be his writer, and later help 
direct a publicity 
campaign 

I suppose I should say 
something about his early 
life, but he seldom 
mentioned it. What little I 
do know leads me to believe 
that he didn’t have a happy 
childhood 

At the age of 14 he ran 


away from home and 
became an Army 
paratrooper. Throughout 


his life he valued his jump 
wings more than any other 
award or decoration he ever 
received. 

While in the Army he 
began writing. One of the 
training films he worked on 
eventually earned him the 
Army’s commendation 
medal 

After the Army, Bill 
became a ‘‘boy wonder 


writer,’ working on many 
of television’s earliest 
series. He was known as a 
‘‘quick write,’’ able to 
pound out idea after idea in 
such a logical visual order 
that it wouldn’t take much 
for someone to polish it. 

Soon, he was writing for 
films. And like every writer 
he was frustrated, for in 
Hollywood writers have no 
luster, and fame is but for a 
moment, 

Actors and actresses with 
little more than well- 
combed hair or ample 
endowments become 
‘stars’ and get everything 
from their own dressing 
rooms and preferred 
seating at the commissary 
to stock options. Writers get 
none of the amenities. 

For Bill, the paths led to 
directing, then producing. 
The producer is the person 
‘“‘in control,’’ the one 
individual who has the 
authority to do things; the 
one person who could, if the 


director was unable to do 
so, put actors and actresses 
in their place. 

But there were some 
actors and actresses Bill 
thoroughly enjoyed working 
with. John Carradine was 
one. Bill often spoke of 
Carradine’s acting skills, 
and wished that all actors 
had the same professional 
abilities and attitudes. 

It was during the late 
1960s that Bill became 


disenchanted with 
Hollywood — with ‘‘the 
Industry.’’ He found 


problem after problem. And 
in a land where fantasy and 
intrigue are often 
interchangeable, Bill 
decided he wanted out. 

He had tired of the games 
that Hollywood plays, the 
lies and manipulation that 
are a part of the Hollywood 
system 

And Bill Edwards found 
that he had become a part 
of it — perhaps 
unknowingly — for a person 
must internalize the basic 
unwritten rules of a society 
in order to be accepted by 
it. And Bill, although a 
rebel on many fronts, 
wanted so much to be 
accepted.

If you wear glasses or 
contact lenses, take along a 
copy of your prescription in 
case they are lost or 
broken. 

Travel by airplane can 
disrupt the natural func- 
tioning of your body, es- 
pecially your eating and 
sleeping habits. In general, 


you should eat when you are 


hungry — even if it is 3 a.m. 


To avoid ‘‘jet lag’ it may 
be helpful to do the 
following: For flights 
eastward, stay up late for 
three nights before you 
leave; for flights westward, 
go to bed early for three 
nights before you leave. 
Sleep on the airplane, if 
possible, and try to take a 
nap as soon as you arrive at 
your destination. 

Let common sense guide 
you in your travels. Wear 
clothing appropriate for the 
climate of the places you 
visit. Do your sightseeing in 
comfortable walking shoes 
and try not to crowd too 
much into each day. 

In order to stay healthy, 
your sleeping and eating 
habits should be as normal 
as possible. Avoid excessive 
use of alcohol and tobacco. 

Food and water usually is 
safe in the better hotels and 
restaurants, but even there 
upsets may occur unless 
you are selective about your 
eating and drinking. It is a 
good policy to eat only foods 
that are cooked and served

Avoid cold foods, salads,

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He left the industry and 
turned, once again, to sales 
— a field he was very good 
at: a field he often turned tc 
when work was light in 
Hollywood. To help occupy 
his restless energy, he 
joined the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary 


Within a couple of years, 
the flotilla, with Bill as 
flotilla commander, 
became the top flotilla in 
the nation — ahead of 2,000 
others. The next year, with 
Bill promoted to division 
captain, the division 
became the leading division 
in the district. But along the 
way, he left some scars, 
and was torn-apart by 
internal battling and 
infighting every bit as bad 
as it had been in Hollywood. 


By the mid-1970s, Bill was 
ready to return to directing 
and producing. He had 
made a lot of money in 
sales, more than enough to 
support his wife and six 
children. But he was 
restless; he felt he had to 
get back into films, to 
return to what he loved. 

By now, he was an 
‘“unknown.’”’ Someone who 
had experience, but nothing 
else. Only in Hollywood are 
people forgotten so quickly. 

Bill had an Emmy; he 
had worked for Columbia, 
United Artists, Universal, 
and American 
International. But that was 
THEN, and THEN was a 
long time ago. No one 
remembered. Or cared. 
They had their own careers 
to protect. 

Bill began by trying to 
find backers for a film he 
wrote, a powerful fight film 
— ‘8-9-10’’ — that predated 
“Rocky.’’ But the backers 
weren't willing to take a 
chance — after all, Bill 
Edwards had been ‘‘out of 
it’ for quite a long time. 
Finally, he realized he 
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would have to begin all over 
again. 

Then an opportunity 
arose. Each year the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary features a 
“movie star” in a short TV 
promo about boating safety. 
Over a restaurant dinner 
Bill and I began batting 
around ideas about who 
should be star. 

‘“‘Why not Mickey 
Mouse?’’ asked Bill, 
delighted at the thought of 
working with a star who 
never came late, never 
missed his lines, never 
walked off the set for more 
money. 

And so, the Coast Guard 
and Disneyland formed a 
brief partnership to produce 
a series of TV commercials 
— public service 
announcements (PSAs) — 
to urge children to take 
boating classes and to be 
especially careful while on 
board boats. Bill — again in 
his glory — was the 
director-producer; I was 
his writer and assistant 
director. He drove himself 
to perfection to produce 
those PSAs. Later .came 
two ill-fated TV series. 

Then, finally, someone 
believed enough in Bill and 
his crew to put up the 
money for a documentary 
— one that would first be 
shown in the theaters, then 
for television. Bill went into 
the project completely. 
This would be his 
‘‘eomeback’’ — his chance 
to prove that he hadn’t lost 
any of his ability. The strain 
began to show. 

For several years, Bill 
had imagined he was having 
heart problems. He would 
suffer shortness of breath 
and chest pains, go to a 
hospital, and be told that 
there was no problem — 
other than stress. He was 
also told to lose weight and 
quit smoking. 

Then, one afternoon in 
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April, he went on a Coast 
Guard Auxiliary patrol, 
hoping to relax, to wind 
down the tension. It wasn’t 
enough. He suffered a heart 
attack while on patrol. But 
he refused to be admitted to 
a hospital and asked that he 
be driven home. 

A few minutes after he 
arrived his neighbor, a 
physician, looked at him 
and called for the 
paramedics. Tests in the 
hospital confirmed that it 
was a double heart attack — 
two parts of his heart were 
seriously damaged. But Bill 
refused to admit the 
seriousness of the problem. 

A week after he was 
admitted, he was making 
plans to go to a pre-filming 
site for a ‘‘dry run” to 
check camera angles. He 
had it all worked out — he 
would have a physician and 
paramedic team with him. 
His crew said he was crazy. 
Finally, Bill realized that it 
was impossible, and 
remained in the hospital, 
worrying about how the pre- 
filming was going. 

I was with him in the 
hospital that day — both 
before the pre-filming set- 
ups and after. He kept 
asking questions, wanting 
to know every detail. I tried 
not to talk about it, but he 
was persistent. After all, 
this was’ HIS film, and no 
attack — not even a double 
heart attack — would keep 
him from directing. 

A week later he left the 
hospital, and was told to do 
virtually nothing for six 
weeks. But there was that 
damned film to be made — 
it HAD to be done, He was 
driven by it. It became °” 
obsession. 

On Wednesday, May 10, 
1978, the crew met with 
Bill. He tried to disguise his 
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heart condition — and to 
anyone who didn’t know, it 
did appear that Bill was just 
tired. 

But those of as who knew 
Bill knew the seriousness. 
We begged him not to go to 
Las Vegas for the first 
scenes. He didn’t listen and 
said that everything was 
alright; after all, he said he 
was going a few days early 
to get “climatized.”’ And so 
a production assistant 
drove him to Vegas while 
we went about our other 
responsibilities. 

Sometime the next 
morning Bill suffered 
another heart attack, was 
admitted to a hospital, then 
checked himself out. 

About 8 p.m. Thursday, 
May 11, 1978 Bill Edwards 
— a man driven by a 
compulsion to return to his 
profession — suffered his 
fourth heart attack. It was 
his last. 

The questions came fast 
— Why did the hospital 
allow him to check out? 
Why did Bill even go to 
Vegas? Why couldn't he 
postpone the shooting? 
Why? WHY? And yet, Bill 
died in the very best way he 
knew how — working on a 
film. 

They buried Bill Edwards 
last week on a grassy knoll 
in a beautiful cemetery in 
Covina. As are all lives, his 
will soon be forgotten. But 
in his own way, he helped 
make the world a little 
better. And, without a 
doubt, he brought 
entertainment to a world 
that so badly needs to be 
entertained.

Gentle foothills teeming with yuccas and Joshua trees 
provide the backdrop for world-famous Desert Christ 
Park, a shrine in Yucca Valley visited yearly by 
thousands. 

The park, which overlooks the town to its south, is 
comprised of 40 Biblical statues, some weighing as much 
as 16 tons. They were created by the late sculptor An- 
tone Martin. 

During his lifetime, Martin, who left a legacy still be- 
ing hotly debated by friends, enemies and other desert 
recluses, did what he set out to do — build a protest 
against war and materialism. 

And in doing so he created a memorial that residents 
praise and that visitors, who come from as far away as 
Egypt and Africa, say is ‘‘unique.”’ 

It is open 24-hours-a-day, seven-days-a-week and is 


free. 

Clusters of statuary are nestled on a slope of a desert 
hillside which was presented to the Yucca Valley Park 
and Recreation District in 1961 following Martin's death. 

The statues are of solid concrete, molded around steel 
rods. The white finish of the statues is of a special mix- 
ture developed by Martin and bonded onto the cement to 
a thickness of about one-half inch. 

It was then smoothed, brushed and rubbed by hand and 
with special tools by Martin, who developed all but one of 
the statues at the park site. 

His first statue, a 10-foot, 4-ton ‘‘Statue with no place 
to go,’ as it was dubbed in 1947 by national and area 
news media, was built at Martin’s Inglewood home. 

Martin worked as a pattern maker at an aircraft plant 
during World War II and believed he had been part of a 
giant war machine. 

He built the first statue as a protest against his actions 
and what he believed would be more horror to come un- 
less man learned to solve his problems through un- 
derstanding instead of bloodshed. 

The statue sat in his driveway until 1951 when the Rev. 
Eddie Garver, known as the ‘‘Desert Parson’ persuaded 
Martin to move it to Yucca Valley near his church. 

Martin later moved to Yucca Valley and lived in a 
house trailer near his statues until his death in 1961 at the 
age of 74.

director who who holds degrees in psychology, has made 
a hobby of studying the statuary. 

He remains fascinated by the amount of dedication and 
energy involved in construction and said he believes 
Martin, in depicting Christ as smaller than other statues 
in the group settings, was trying to portray Him as 
‘“human’’ and not above ordinary mankind. 

During eight years Martin lived on the desert while 
the bulk of the massive work was undertaken, he lived 
frugally on donations from people who visited the 
monuments and on a slight income from postcards he 
made from pictures of the desert sculptures. 

Desert artist Kirk Martin, (no relation) still works 
in the area. He said Antone almost starved to death with 
the aesthetic life he led. “‘But the man didn’t mind. He 
seemed to have a mission in life and was dedicated,’’ he 
said. 

He also remembered Martin’s fiery temper and recall- 
ed a time when the artist knocked all the noses off the 
statues in protest when the ‘‘Desert Parson’’ wanted to 
charge admission to the shrine. The two men eventually 
parted company. 

Other samples of Martin’s works are scattered 
throughout various museums and art collections in the 
United States. A profile of Franklin D. Roosevelt, carved 
in wood is enshrined in the Roosevelt Hyde Park 
Museum. Martin scupted several extinct animals, based 
on skeletons dredged from the La Brea Tar Pits in Los 
Angeles. 

A sample of this type of work, a saber-toothed cat, is 
on view on Twentynine Palms Highway in Yucca Valley. 

Another of his statues, ‘‘Goddess of Flight,”’ sits in the 
center of a rose garden at the Yucca Valley Community 
Center. 

Visitors who make the approximately 90-mile trip 
from the West End may want to visit the Hi-Desert 
Museum at the community center which is located at the 
east end of town off Twentynine Palms Highway. 

It is open Wednesday through Sunday from 1 to 5 p.m

LOS ANGELES — It 
looks like a surfboard with a 
sail attached and can travel 
up to speed of 30 mph in 
gale winds. 

What this nautical con- 
traption really is, is a wind- 
surfer, combining all the 
thrills and skills of surfing, 
sailing and water skiing into 
one sport. 

This new sailing craft, 
conceived in 1967 by Hoyle 
an ex-surfer 
and James Drake, a sailor, 
is making a big splash on 


© lakes and oceans around the 


world. 
According to its creators, 
there are nearly 100,000 


. windsurfing enthusiasts 


gliding across international 
waters. Those taking the 
plunge include Britain’s 


Holland, windsurfing has 
surpassed its American 
counterpart in popularity. 

Why the growing interest 
in windsurfing? ‘‘It’s 
different and it’s unusual,” 
says Laura Aitken, office 
manager of Windsurfing 
International, Inc., at near- 
by Marina Del Rey. She's 
been windsurfing for three 
years. 

You get the same ex- 
hilirating thrill you get 
from other water sports,” 
she says. ‘‘It’s just you 
against the elements. You 
can go to the extreme of 
your ability.” 

The basic craft includes a 
14-foot mast, a 12-foot long 
board and a 56 - square - 
foot sail. There are twin 
control booms made of teak 


no time — 30 seconds, says 
Diane Schweitzer, wife of 
the windsurfing pioneer 

“You don’t have to have 
someone help you,” she ex- 
plains. ‘‘There’s no other 
sailboat you can enjoy with 
so little preparation. It’s a 
great sense of freedom.”’ 

Windsurfing works by 
rotating the twin control 
booms in all directions, 
positioning the sail exactly 
where the wind’s drive is 
greatest while 
simultaneously moving 
your weight forward or 
backward and from side to 
side. 

Because the windsurfer’s 
mast and hull work in- 
dependently of each other, 
steering by interaction of 
wind and sail is controlled 


thirds the wind’s speed. 

If the technique appears 
difficult at first, relax. It’s 
not as complicated as it 
sounds. You don’t have to 
be a champion swimmer or 
surfer to learn to windsurf, 
says Mrs. Schweitzer.

The statements are all 
false, according to Eileen 
M. Riordan, a research 
dietitian in University 
Hospital’s Clinical 
Research Center, San 
Diego, Calif 

Riordan says most of the 
statements are commonly 
believed. But that doesn’t 
make them true. 

A fat baby, for instance, 
is headed for a lifetime bat- 


tle with overweight, she 
Says. 

As a rule, she says, 
children who become 
overweight before the age 
of 3 or during the adolescent 
growth spurt between the 
ages of 11 and 13, have to 
fight a weight problem the 
rest of their lives. They 
develop more fat cells than 
normal and have trouble 
maintaining normal weight. 

And forcing children to 
eat more food than they 
want can set a pattern for 
excessive eating habits that 
they’ll have trouble break- 
ing later in life when eating 
everything on their plates is 
the last thing that might be 
considered good for their 
health. 

Children, when left to 
their own resources, have a 
natural appetite system, 
she says, that influences 
them to want food when 
they’re hungry and more or 


less in the amount they 
need, 

It’s only years of con- 
ditioning that cause adults 
to eat in rhythm with the 
clock instead of following 
their bodies’ natural 
appetite signals, and that 
makes them feel compelled 
to clean the plate when half 
a plate would do. 

And when the pounds 
start to accumulate as the 
result of bad eating habits, 
she says, what seems like a 
quick and easy way to shed 
them is most likely not the 
best way. 

High protein diets—rich 
in eggs, meats and cheeses 
— may do more harm than 
good for the sedentary mid- 
dle - aged executive, who 
really needs a balanced diet 
of smaller portions rather 
than a restrictive, high - 
cholesterol regimen. 

The basic fault of most 
fad diet plans, she says, is 


Watch food poisoning for 
a healthy, happy summer 


For a happy and healthy 
summer, be sure to 
prepare, pack and store 
foods properly when you 
take off for the great out- 
doors. The most important 
basic rule to remember is 
to keep hot foods hot and 
cold foods cold. 


Saimoneilosis is a food - 
borne iliness caused by a 
group of bacteria. These 
bacteria may be found in 
water, meat, eggs, fish and 
shellfish, among other 
foods. Cleanliness in handi- 
ing foods is the best way to 
prevent these bacteria from 
infecting you and your fami- 
ly. 


Cleanliness in the kitchen 
includes using only super - 
clean utensils. Pay special 
attention to the cutting 
board and knives you use to 
cut raw meat or poultry and 
wash them after each job. 
Cook or reheat hot foods 
thoroughly and serve them 
while they’re still hot. Cool 
or freeze foods for storage 
promptly after prepara- 
tion. Room temperature is 
just about ideal for the mul- 
tiplication of bacteria, so 
don’t leave foods out for 
long. 


If you're taking uncooked 
eggs along on your camping 
trip, keep them in their 
shells (nature’s own protec- 
tion) in the original carton 
on ice or coolant in your pic- 
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nic cooler or in your RV 
refrigerator. Back - 
packers can keep eggs in 
special plastic egg “‘car- 
tons’’ available in camping 
gear outlets. Tie the carton 
with string and float it in 
the nearest safe water supp- 
ly to keep the eggs cool. 
Blend egg beverages with 
ingredients fresh from the 
refrigerator or cooler and 
enjoy while still quite cold. 
For beverages, custards, 


ice cream, salad dressings 
and dishes like scrambled 
or soft - cooked eggs, use 
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only clean eggs with sound 
shells. If you should find an 
egg has cracked, hard-cook 
it just to be safe. 

Be especially careful with 
mixtures containing 
mayonnaise, like egg or 
tuna salad, during the 
summer months. Keep 
them covered in the 
refrigerator. If you’re tak- 
ing them along with you toa 
packnic or camping, pack 
mayonnaise mixtures in a 
thermal jar or in a sealed 
container in your picnic 
cooler.

that they are immoderate 
and imbalanced, depriving 
dieters of some foods en- 
tirely and overfeeding them 
with others. 

And that, in Riordan’s es- 
timation, is diametrically 
opposed to the basic prin- 
ciples of good nutrition. 

The key to good nutrition, 
as she sees it, is eating 
balanced meals that include 
foods from all the four basic 
food groups and eating in 
the proper amounts. 

And that means adjusting 
eating habits as the body’s 
needs change. 

A person who is at normal 
weight at 25 shouldn’t be 
much different in weight at 
45, she says. Getting older 
and getting heavier need 
not go hand-in-hand. 

But weight gain is in- 
evitable for the 45-year-old 
who eats as heavily as he 
did at 25 and exercises 
much less. 

It takes work to stay slim 
in middle age, she says, but 
the benefits are worth it 
when compared to the 
problems that extra weight 
can cause in the middle and 
later years, when the risk of 
cardiovascular disease is 
higher and may be 
aggravated by the gurden of 
excess poundage. . 

The method, in middle 
age or at any age, she says, 
is the same. It involves no 
gimmickry. Just those two 
key words: balance and 
moderation. 

The whole problem with 
going on a diet, she says, is 
the idea that when the 
weight is lost the person ex- 
pects to go off the diet. That 
is, the philosophy of dieting 
is to eat less for awhile and 
then to return to the same 
eating patterns that cause 
the overweight problem in 
the first place. 

The only way to avoid the 
dieting cycle, she says, is to 
make a decision to modify 
eating habits on a long - 
term basis.

Labor-saving devices add 


to.hours for 


“This is the day we wash the clothes, all on a Monday 
Morning ...” It was so simple then. Monday was wash- 
day. Tuesday was ironing. Each task took so long, no one 
ever had to ask what a housewife did all day. She worked. 

But what has happened to her day in this age of labor - 
Saving devices? Have frozen foods and the clothes dryer 
whittled her chores to a mere shadow of what they once 
were? Does she spend her time in leisure — swatting ten- 
nis balls with the same stroke that beat so many rugs? 

“Recent studies have shown time spent doing 
housework has actually increased in several areas over 
the past 40 years,” said Margaret Sanik, home economist 
working on the Cornell University time and household 
production study. ‘‘Today’s homemaker seems-to have 
expanded the scope of the job and raised her standards so 
that even more time is spend on housework. In the early 
part of the century, there was nothing unusual about 
wearing a suit or a shirt for several days in a row. Today, 
it’s ce One wearing and the clothes are in the 
wash.”’ 

One of the most frequently asked questions concerning 
the homemaker is, ‘‘What does she fo all day?” To begin 
to formulate an answer to this question, a time-use study 
was conducted in New York in 1967-68. And, a 10-year 
comparison survey is being implemented in several 
States this year. ‘‘We have broken down all the household 
tasks intp 10 major categories: food preparation; dis- 
hwashing; shopping; housecleaning; maintenance of 
home, car, yard an dpet; physical care of family; non - 
physical care of family; clothing care; construction of 
househoid clothing and linens; and management,” ex- 
plained Ms. Sanik. ‘‘Family members are given charts 
with a 24 - hour period broken down across the top and 
these 10 household task categories plus outside activities 
written down the side. The family then accounts for all 
time spent in a two - day period.” 


The most striking feature emerging from this data was 
the amount of time the husband spends doing housework. 
Regardless of whether the wife worked outside the 
home, or the number and ages of their children, the 
husband's time input was markedly less than the wife’s. 
“Although there are many claims of households being 
run on a 50 - 50 basis, those proportions seem to be way 
off,’’ noted Ms. Sanik. ‘“‘For example, if there are no 
children in the household and the wife is not employed, 
she averages 5.7 hours per day on housework, while the 
husband’s decreases to 1.2 hours. However, if they have 
one child, a non-employed wife spends 7.4 hours and her 
husband 1.7 hours. If the wife is employed she averages 
5.1 hours and her husband 1.9 hours.”’ 

The addition of a second child increases the work load 
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housework 


even further. ‘With a total workday averaging 11 hours 
in households where the wife is not employed, and 9.8 
hours in homes with employed wives, the husband’s input 
remains about the same — and the wife’s increases,” the 
home economist explained. ‘“‘And the age of these 
children also can greatly alter the time spent. Almost. 
three additional hours are required to care for a baby 
instead of a teen-ager.’ 

If the average workday of a full - time housewife is 8.6 
hours, how is it divided? ‘‘As any housewife knows, a day 
is generally 10 minutes here, a half-hour there ...,’’ Ms. 
Sanik said. ‘‘But the greatest amount of time is devoted 
to food preparation. This varies from 2.3 hours daily for 
full-time housewives to 1.5 hours for women who work 
outside the home. These women tend to turn to con- 
venience foods, fast foods and restaurants more fre- 
quently.” 

Over the past several years, eating out has become an 
integral part of American family life. ‘‘It has been 
predicted that by 1980, half the:food consumed in this 
country will be prepared away from home,’ noted Peggy 
Lennon, consumer consultant. ‘‘And more often than not, 
the reason is convenience. This is the force behind the 
steady growth of the fast food industry. It fits today’s 
lifestyle. 

The only time input which remains consistent — 
whether a woman has two or seven kids, or is a full - time 
or part - time housewife — is the shopping and manage- 
ment role. Approximately one hour is spent in planning 
and marketing daily—regardless of other factors, which 
underscores the importance of management in the 
homemaker’s life. : 

Family, home and clothing care take th next largest 
chunks of the homemaker’s day. ‘A wife spends 16: 
hours on family care if she is not employed, .6 hours if 
she works outside the home. However, these women 
generally have older children,’ noted Ms. Sanik. ‘‘The 
1.6 hours of housework a full-time housewife does daily 
is cut to 1.1 hours if she is employed. And, the clothing 
care decreases from 1.3 hours to .8 hours per day.” 

Perhaps with an added emphasis on managment, the 
homemaker may eventually spend less time on 
housework than her grandmother instead of more.

In talking about sex 
education, therefore, it 
becomes necessary to 
define one’s terms. Sex, we 
believe, should be defined 
as what one is (male or 
female), not what one does 
Sexuality is defined as the 
Jearned expression of one’s 
male or female personality 

Sex education, its goals 
and curricular content, of 
course, should be deter- 
mined — or defined — by 
each local community

Should the American 
Nazis be allowed to march 
in the Chicago suburb of 
Skokie? I say no 

The issue does not involve 
the First Amendment. The 
freedoms of speech and 
press were established long 
before the advent of the 
electronic media; the pur- 
pose of demonstrations 
such as the march the Nazis 
have planned is to attract 
media attention — especial- 
ly television. 

If the Nazis want to 
publicize their ideas, they 
should of course be allowed 
to do so — but why Skokie? 
Why not downtown Chicago, 
where there are more peo- 
ple, or Cleveland, or 
Milwaukee, or Boston? 

We know the answer to 
that. They have chosen 
Skokie, a relatively obscure 
Chicago suburb, for the sole 
reason that several thou- 
sand Jewish survivors of 
the Nazi concentration 
camps live there. 

By selecting Skokie, 
therefore, they intend a 
deliberate act of provoca- 
tion. If it were not intended 
as an act of provocation, 
they could march in another 
city. But since they have 
chosen Skokie, their 
reliance on First Amend- 
ment rights rests on pretty 
shaky grounds. 

The Nazis should be 
allowed freedom of speech 
But given the fact of 
national television, they can 
speak from Keokuk or 
Davenport and reach just as 
big an audience. Instead 
they want to march in 
Skokie, and that is the 
revealing fact. 

I think there is a very real 
difference between 
freedom of speech and acts 
of provocation. Freedom of 
speech, as conceived by our 
founding fathers,

The number of caucasian 
girls 15-19 engaged in 
premarital intercourse in- 
creased from 16.3 percent 
in 1971 to 37.2 percent in 


1976. During the same 
the percentage of 
first pregnancies in this age 
group rose from 6.4 to 9.3

The same study also 










showed that the individuals 
involved in eight out of 10 
premarital pregnancies 
termed their conceptions 
“accidental.” 

Although the use of con- 
traceptives increased 
between 1971 and 1976, oniy 
one in seven of the girls in- 
terviewed reported using 
any form of birth control 

Adolescents questioned 
about the motivations 
behind their sexual activity 
have indicated that they 
seek physical closeness and 
attention, or to prove self- 
management capabilities. 
Often, they say they fear 
humiliation by the boy 
friends or girl friends if 
they abstain. 

While research indicates 
that sexual activity among 
teenagers is thriving, sex 
education programs in 
schools are not 

At the present time, only 
seven states and the 
District of Columbia re 
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quire that schools include 
programs in sex education 
as part of their curricula. A 
number of states have man- 
dated comprehensive health 
education programs that in- 
clude sex education. 


However, in many of 
these states the laws are 
not being implemented 


because of a lack of funds or 
community support. 

And often, sex education 
programs that do exist in 
local schools are sufficient- 
ly limited in scope as to 
have littie positive effect on 
students. 

Furthermore, many 
programs do not begin until 
the 10th and 11th grades — 
even though one study in- 
dicated that 68 percent of 
all boys ‘‘receive 
enlightenment’ about sex- 
ual matters in the seventh 
grade and most girls ‘‘learn 
the facts’’ in the sixth 
grade. 

When a program in sex 


education does not exist in 
school, where do the 
children in that community 
“Jearn the facts of life?” 

Many youngsters learn 
them from the same source 
their parents did when they 
were young — from other 
children. 

Joseph P. Fanelli, 
national coordinator for last 
year’s National Family Sex 
Education Week, has 
suggested that it’s time for 
parents to step hiding 
behind ‘‘our fears and our 
myths’’ — and our 
scapegoats. 

A parent teaches a child 
something about human 
sexuality by being silent as 
well as by being ‘candid. 

However, the parent who 
chooses to say little or 
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nothing about the subject 
risks rearing ‘‘a child who 
will grow up relying on a 
mishmash of information 
from unreliable sources,’ 
according to Dr. Sol Gor- 
don, director of the 
Institute for Family 
Research and Education 
at Syracuse University. 

Why is it so difficult for 
many parents to discuss sex 
with their children? 

Dr. Mary Calderone, 
president of the Sex Infor- 
mation and Education 
Council of the U.S 
(SIECUS), believes the un- 
derlying reason has to do 
with the parents’ ‘‘inability 
to recognize and accept the 
valid and indeed the essen- 
tial sexuality of ail ages 
from birth upwards to the 
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end of life.” 

Calderone believes ‘‘this 
is particularly true of 
parents in regard to their 
adolescents. There may be 
seeming by the 
parents that their children 
are sexual beings, but only 
in terms of externals, the 
trappings of femininity and 
masculinity.” 

What if a parent finds it 
uncomfortable discussing 
sex with a youngster? 

Gordon says, ‘‘That’s 
okay. There is nothing 
wrong in admitting to your 
child that you are uncom- 
fortable. What’s not okay is 
to let the feeling of being 
uncomfortable paralyze 
you.” 

Another point: ‘‘The 
parent should be absolutely 
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clear about his or her 
values,’’ Gordon says. ‘‘It’s 
perfectly all right to say to 
a teenager, ‘Wait,’ or ‘We 
don’t want you to have sex- 
ual relations yet.’ ”’ 


Sex education programs 
in school cannot 
overshadow the impact of a 
parent’s attitudes on a 
child. Certainly, no sex 
education program should 
assume the parent’s respon- 
sibility to discuss the moral 
and religious aspects of sex- 
uality with a child at home. 


However, sex education 
programs in schools can 
supplement and comple- 
ment the parent’s role.
